“I agree with Lubbock,” Mr. 
Cock said. “ What she required 
was a good whole sail breeze. 
Lubbock considered that the 
Australian voyage suited her best, 
and for the vary good reason that 
there, down in the ‘Roaring 
Forties, you get a gale of wind 
behind yoo. Jn the China seas 
you, don’t know what you 
are going to get. 

“She was a. beautiful ship 
inevery way, and io Faint airs 
she used toslipaleng and travel 
through the water without a 
ripple. The one awkward thing 
about her was that, being built of 
teak, her decks got very slippery 
in heavy weather, and it was 
[difficult to stand on them. 

FIGUREHEAD OF THE WITCH. 

‘Her figurehead was the white 
witch, with her Jong hair and 
‘cutty sark' flowing back. When 
we were in port we used to 
get a horse's tail and pub in 
ber hand.to represent the old 
mare's tail, which, in Busna’sstory, 
she pulled out.

The dariog piracy carried out 
aboagl the “excursion steamer 
“Spi An” on Sunday is a dread 
cccurrence which will live long 
in the memory of those who were 
unfortunate enough to by on the 
boat atthe time. It recalls the 
terrible happercinge on the 
Douglas steamer “ Namoa” over 
thirty years ago, and illustrates 
the utter lawsessness which still 
prevails in Chinese waters. That

up’ less than three. hours’ run 
from a British colons, the guards 
shot, the captain seriously 
wounded, passengers injured and 
robbed, and the whole ship ran- 
sacked, provides a glaring com- 
mentary on the poor policing of 
the Canton River, whilst at the 
same time it emphasises the 
length to which the pirates are 
prepared to go in carrying out 
their evil desigus. 

- One ‘point which prominently 
obtrudes in considering this ont- 
rage is the advisability—pay, the 
necessity—of stesmers employed 
on the river carrying wireless.

Everyone with 
the Jeast love for the quaint, the 
artistic (even if it-is barbarously 
artistic), and the historical, will 
join Mr: Dewstoe in figuratively 
shedding tear over this dying 
out of ancient ceremonial obser 
vances. Brat all aver the Esst, 
now, the ald order chaogeth and 
giveth place {o new. One of the 
most atriking changes which 
Western, observer notices, and 
often mourns, is im the dress 
of the Oriental faces. The 
picturesquecostumes of o'den-day 
Chinese officialdom. the elsborate 
dress and coiffure of the ladies 
of ancient Cathay, aod ever, we 
have noted, the ordinary garb of 
the middleclass Chinese, are 
piving place to new forma of 
adornment, often an incongruous 
adaptation of European modes. 
The Japanese men long ag0 dis- 
carded the’ kimono when “all 
dolled up,” their national costume 
being reserved, 28 often as not, 
for the occasions when their 
Western observers also use it. 
The Japanese ladies realised that 
their dwn picturesqne dress was 
far and away more artistic than 
the toilettes of the West, but one 
notes the tendency to adopt the 
skirt and blouse, silk stockings 
and high-heeled shoes, by lacies 
of Nippon who desire to be ultra 
smart. Western dress has, of 
course, long been the Court atyle 
in Japan. What we now observe 
in the East'is merely the feverish 
change reflecting the slower 
evolution of the West during past 
centuries. The old garb of the 
Welsh peasant women, the old 
songs our forefathers used to sing 
aod their ancient customs, are 
passing away; and the old Eag- 
lish morris dances, and a score 
of other things that the »tudent 
of folklore regrets. bave gone for 
good. What the West gradually 
discarded, the East, after cen- 
turies of stereotyped observance 
of old customs, is discardiog in 
the form of concentrated bustle.

Lam Wing was found guilty of 
murdering a man called Tam Tat 
in Square Street, on Oct. 35th, at 
the Criminal Sessions, bafore Mr. 
Justice Gompertz this. morning, 
and was sentencad to death. 

Befora Gpening his address io 
prisoner's defence, Mr. Campbell 
Prosser referred to the heading 
@ case as 

ublished in’ this morning's 
Hongkoag Daily Press, 

Mr. Campholl Prosser said: 
There is just ane matter that] 
should Hke to mention to your 
Lordship before [ address the 
jory. A loost pspar in reporting 
yesterday's proceeding of the trial 
used a ‘heading which, to my 
mind, is absolately prejudicial 
ta . the fair trial .. 
the prisoner at the 
bar. I do not say of course, it 
was done intentionally; probably 
it was due to carelesgnoss, 
although of course, I shall atk 
the jury that if they bave seen 
it—and take it some of 
them must have seen i 
paragraph—they must 
it ont of their minds. It , is 
necessary to protest, and ¥ em- 
phatically protest, when a mac is 
standing on trial for his life that 
a beading ofthis kind should be 


-| put in the local press. I will hand 


the article up to your Lordship. 
Your Lordship sees that althongh 
aman msy confess to be guilty of 
a certain act, yet in law there are 
a hundred extenuating circum. 
stances which may make that 
msn asbeolutely innocent, and, 
indeed, itis one of the defences 
T shall put forward to the jury 
this morning that under the cir- 
camstances this man is not guilty 
of the crime with which he is 
charged. 

His Lordship, addressing the 
jury, said be did not know if any 
of them had seen the Paity Press 
of today’s date—probably some 
of them had. There was a para- 
graph headed: "A Murder Trial. 
Prisoner Who Confessed his 
Guilt.” That heading, said. the 
Judge, was apparently based on 
a-report of the opening of the 
learned Attorney-General for the 
Crown, 2s follows :-—‘There was 
no donbt as to who did 
the stabbing, the Attorney- 
General submitted, because 
prisoner in his statement made 
at the Police Station admitted 
having stabbed deceased.” 

Of course, bis Lordship pro- 
ceeded, that opening was a proper 
one that the Attorney-Geners! 
was bound to make. The map 
did say that he atabbed deceased. 
The jury bad to decide, although 
a man admitted doing this or 
that, whether he actualty did ‘do 
it. It should not be assumed by 
anyons—least of all by the jury 
who had to try the man on life 
or desth. There was e more 
important aspect of the case than 
that. The jury might very well 
find that accused did the stabbing, 
but it did not follow: that a man 
who stabbed another was necee- 
sarily guilty of raurder. The cir- 
cumstances might reduce the guilt 
to mangslaughtar or otber circum- 
atances might justify them bring- 
ing in a verdict of "Not guilty” 
There might be a defence of self- 
defence, ifa man killed saother 
under justifiable circamstances 
to save his own life against the 
other's violence. 

His Lordship deplored. the 
heading because it assumed the 
whole thing. The Attorney- 
General said the man confessed 
to stabbing. “The beading ssid be 
confessed to guilt. Guilt meant 
murder. It was unfortanate for 
this reason. Many of the jory, 
no doubt, knewsometbing of law 
and bad been on ‘criniinal trials 
before, and they would under- 
stand that things like this, which 
were no doubt done in perfectly 
good faith, did not belp them. It 
did not help them at all and most 
be vigorously, excluded from 
their minds. . - 

On the other hand, his 
Lordship continued, they might 
say, “the man confessed his 
guilt,”” and then when the learned 
counsel for the defence addressed 
them they said: . “You know 
what these barristers are here for; 
thay have to put the best face on 
the matter. We need not trouble 
to listen.to him because the man 
confessed his guilt.” - 

' His Lordsbip wanted tbe jury 
to put this paragreph from their 
minds. In'law that paragraph 
was wrong, because, a3 a matter 
of fact,» man who confessed to 
stabbing was cot necessarily 
guilty of murder. The Judge put 
an extreme case to-the jury. 
They’ knew about the piracy of 
the Sui An: If the Captain had 
shot and killed a Ipader of those 
pirates he might have confessed 
to shooting, but thst was not
